She disregarded the orders of Dr. Britton 
and ja said to have paid no heed to Miss 
Delphia Culver, acting superintendent. 

“ Bartzen commanded Miss Culver to 
requisition for one more nurse,” said Dr. 
Britton.. “ Miss Culver could do nothing 
but obey. Thereupon Bartzen dumped Miss 
MoWeeny on her. 

“It took me just a few minutes to find out 
that the woman had none of the earmarks 
of a nurse. Then I discovered that she 
was absolutely incompetent. Within twenty- 
four hours of her arrival she was running 
things with a high hand just te spit herself 
Yesterday I told ber to apply wet dressings 
on a boy suffering from an abscess on the 
neck, She disobeyed and used dry applica- 
tions. When I waa gone she told the nurses 
I did not know what I was talking about. I 
complained to Bartzen, but in vain.”

“Fire was first observed soon after 5 
e’clock on board the Liberte,’’ Capt. Kerau- 
dren said. “ We received signals for help 
and at 5:30 sounded the fire alarm and im- 
ineliaiely sent two boatioadsa of men with 
fre fighting apparatus. 

“ Presenily other boats were ordered out 
to the rescue of the sailors of the Liberte 
who were jumping into the water. 

“The flames, it was easily seen, were gath- 
ering headway and a deep roaring explosion 
occurred.

Economical Housekeeping.

Ketchup or Catsup 


N the great food warehouses of the world 
the ketchup or catsup bottle is almost 
as omnipresent as the can of tomatoes, 
Both follow the flag to the remotest re- 
rions on the globe. 

This “table sauce” !s not only used directly 


to give meat, fish, beans, and other vegetables 


a piquancy, but it is much used by cooks in 


, the making of meat sauces and soups, Two or 
three spoonfuls of catsup in a pint of soup 


stock are quite often used in making an 
emergency sOup as an appetizer. But when it 
comes to using this amount of catsup in a pint 
of water, for the same purpose, as is some- 
times done, the word fraud is the only one to 
use In describing this performance, 

There is really no comparison between a 
home made and a commercia!t catsup, if fhe 
former is at all what it should be. Yet, let it 
be said, that some people do put up what may 
truly be called a poor article. Too much spice, 
too much vinegar, and too careless cooking go 
to the spolling of a lot of good tomatoes, and 
this product, which seems to be so highly 
“ preserved,” will most quickly deteriorate. 

The woman who puts up her own canned 


| tomato may make a little catsup at any time 


and be sure of having a product that has not 
changed in character with the passing of the 
months, 


. 

A chemist fn writing on the subject of home 
made and commercial catsups says: “There 
can be no recipe that will suit all in regard 
to the amount of the different condiments to 
be used, as each person has ideas of his own, 
but all catchup should be made hotter than 
desired, as it will undoubtedly lose some of 
its strength when it becomes cold, The best 
of spice and vinégar must always be used, and 
every vessel into which it is put should be 
perfectly free from any mold or dust. Seal 
the bottles carefully, and if you have them 
thoroughly airtight it will, like wine, improve 
with age.” 

An accomplished young cook of my ac- 
qtaintance makes her catsup by the following 
recipe, which is quite exceptional in that so 
little vinegar is used. In some of the oldest 
recipes, however, no vinegar at all is given. 
Becausé of this and because she puts her spices 
into a muslin bag, her catsup is a beautiful 
red, and from the health standpoint is an easy 
sauce on the digestion. 

The commercial makers use from one-third 
to one-half as much vinegar as juice, which 
they put In when {t is about half cooked, and

if it gets too thick In cooking they thin ft 
with hot vinegar.

Catsup.—One bushel of tomatoes, one quart . 


of vinegar, salt to taste, four ounces of whole 
allspice, two ounces of whole cloves, one ounce 
of cayenne pepper, one ounce of black pepper, 
five large onions. Scald tomatoes and skin 
them. Putin porcelain kettle with onions and 
boil until’ soft. Remove from fire and strain 
through a fine sieve, Boil for five hours, skim 
while boiling. Put the spices in a fine muslin 
bag. Seal the catsup hot.—Martha Hollings- 
worth, 6048 Monroe avenue,

fortunate woman who has one at this time of 
year for all such cooking as this, especially 
if it is fitted out with aluminum utensils.

Catsup II.—Cut up perfect!y ripe tor-atoes 
and place them on the fire unt!] they commence 
to bubble. Then take them off fire and when 
cool rub them with the hand through a hair 


sieve and season according to the following | 
proportions: For each quart of sauce add one | 


teaspoon of ground allspice, a large teaspoon — 


of ground cloves, a large teaspoon of salt, and | 
one large quart of wine vinegar. Stir the 
whole thoroughly together, 
and boil for one hour with constant stirring. | 


When cooked put In bottles and seal immedi- — 


ately.

RAILROAD NOISES AT NIGHT.

Prince Joachim must not be confounded 
with his elder brother, Prince Frederick Hen- 
ry, also disgraced, exiled, cashiered from the 
army, and forced to live abroad under an as- 
sumed name. Joachim is fhe infinitely better 
man of the two, and, in view of the terrible 
scandal in which Prince Frederick Henry 
was involved, it would seem to most people 
that he deserved a worse punishment than 
Joachim, who after all did what so many oth- 
ers have done—namely: sacrificed his caréer 
for the sake of a remarkably attractive.

Among the many incidents mentioned tn 
the obituary notices of the late Lord James 
of Hereford, one of the most popular and re- 
spected figures In English life and more espe- 
clally In London during the last fifty years, 
no reference that I can find was made to the 
fact that he really made Herbert Asquith the 
present prime minister. 

In 1883 Herbert Asquith was “ deviling ” 
for Sir Henry James, then attorney general. 
Gladstone, who was prime minister at the 
time, was anxious to fulfill his promise of 
extending suffrage to’ the agricultural ta- 
borer. As a preliminary it was necessary to 
draw up a conspectus of a)l existing fran- 
chises and tenures which confirmed the fran- 
chise. 

Sir Henry James delegated this work to As- 
quith. whose memoir on the subject was so 
good that Sir Henry submitted it to Glaa- 
stone. The latter thought highly of it and 
insisted on making the acquaintance of the 
young barrister who had written it, eventn- 
ally bestowing upon him the secretaryship of 
state for the home department when he 
formed the administration fn 1292.

COURTS TO PASS ON CASE. 


Contestants Sign Articles to Meet 
Under National Sporting 
Club Rules. 


LONDON, Sept. 2%.—Home Secretary 
Churchill has decided that the Jack Johnson- 
Bombardier Wells fight, scheduled for Oct. 2,- 
is illegal and that unless the promoters volun- 
tarily abandon the match they will be ar- 
r@igned before a magistrate to prevent a 
breach of the peace. It will be for the magis- 
trate to decide, after hearing the evidence on 
both sides, whether the match is contrary to 
law. 

The promoters of the fight do not tntend to 
abandon it. Johnson and Wells tonight 
signed articles agreeing to box under Na- 
tional Sporting olub rules. Therefore it is 
expected that proceedings will be undertaken 
in the Bow street police court tomorrow and 
will form a test case governing the future of 
boxing In this country. 


* Color Question Uppermost. 

While the agitation is based on religious 
and moral grounds, the rea! trouble is the 
color question. It is the fear of the influence 
of a black victory on Great Britain’s col- 
ored subjects that weighs most with the 
authorities. :

TROUBLE MAY SPREAD. 


Sympathetic Walkout Prophe- 
sied; Difficulty on M., K. & 
T. Not Settled as Yet. 


Memphis, Tenn., Sept.” 25.—[Special. }—RBe- 
tween 600 and 700 clerks, weighmasters, and 
warehouse empioyés of the Illinois Central 
and Yazoo and Mississippi! Valley railroads 
went on strike today and their action is 
expected to tie up the entire system. 

The order was issued in this city and 250 
employés in the local offices were among 
the first to respond toit. Advices from New 
Orleans were to the effect that about 300 
clerks at the various yards, depots, and offices 
there had welked out. Later word was re- 
ceived from Vicksburg and Jackson, Miss., 
thirty being reported on strike at the former 
city and sixty at the latter. 


Strikers Issue Statement. 

After a conference the men made a state- 
ment to the effect that the strike was the 
result of the rallroad’s failure to recognize 
the union and arrange a system contract, 
and the discharge of three members of their 
organization at East St. Louis because, it is 
said, they held union cards. The system or- 
ganization {ncludes the Illinois Central from 
this city to Princeton, K y., and all of the lines 
of the Y. & M. V. 

According to W. E. Bowen, chairman of 
the system protective committee, the strike 
is now confined to the railway clerks, though 
he says he expects it to be farreaching before 
it is settled.
